The condemnation of the ‘‘German-American Alli- 


ance” is that it has been German in fact and American 
only in name. Its purposes have been German, not Amer- 
ican. Its mentrbers were to remain at heart Germans, and 
not to become Americans, says the Boston Transcript. 
Its influence im that direction was, indeed, to be not 
merely passive but active and aggressive. It was not to 
be content with cherishing German traditions and affec- 
tions,-but is was to resent and oppose the growth of Amer- 
ican ideas and institutions. It raged against what it call- 
ed “Nativism,” meaning thereby the principles and _ poll- 
cies of those American citizens who are descended from 
several generations of American ancestors. Be members 
were taught that the ideas and practices which they 
brought with them from Germany were superior to those 
which they found here, and that instead of adapting and 
conforming themselves with American laws and customs
